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McGrath Files Suit to 
Break Up Atlantic and 
Pacific Food Company 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Attorney General J. Howard Mc- 
Grath today filed suit to break up the Great Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Tea company’s nation-wide food chain. 

The civil action was brovght in federal district court at 
New York this morning. 

It is a follow-up to a criminal 
conviction of the A. and P. com- 
pany under the anti-trust statutes 
at Danville, Illinois, three years 
ago. 

The conviction was affirmed in 
the U. S. Court of Appeals at Chi- 


cago early this year and the com- 
pany paid fines totaling $175,000. 


The action in New York re- 
quests a court order requiring A. 
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and P. to separate its manufac- 
turing and processing business 
from its buying and selling busi- 
ness and to separate its present 
seven retail store divisions into 


Seven independently owned retail 
food chains. 

Under the proposed break-up of 
the present national chain into 
seven independent companies, A. 
and P. itself would not be permit- 
ted to own more than one such di- 
vision, probably covering about 
800 stores, in contrast to the 6,000 
retail outlets it now operates. 


The complaint alleges that the 
big chain has used its power and 
position to “impose unreasonable 
restraints of trade upon competi- 
tors at all levels of the food indus- 
try from farm to table.” 

In New York, an A. and P offi- 
cial branded the suit as “a threat 
to the welfare and living stand- 
ards of every American citizen.”
